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'45 Graduates Find Positions 
In Varied Fields; Many Marry 



A survey recently completed by 
the Placement Bureau of Mary 
Washington College discloses that 
graduates in the class of 1945 have 
found positions in a wide diversity 
of industries and professions. The 
June graduates have been employ- 
ed by publishing firms, chemical 
laboratories, banks, publishing 
houses, governmental agencies, 
•radio studios, libaries, engineering 
firms, and hospitals. Some of the 
young women have entered the 
teaching profession and others are 
pursuing graduate work in schools 
of medicine, library science and 
social service work. 

Although the bureau nas no defi- 
nite statistics to substantiate the 
fact, it is indicated that a great 
number of the 1945' graduates have 
chosen matrimony as a career ra- 
ther than a position in industry or 
the professions. "One might classi- 
fy them as domestic workers," a 
bureau official smilingly remarked. 

Dr. Edward Alvey, Jr., director 
of the placement service, stated 
that the bureau had had far more 
positions to fill than applicants to 
fill them and that every member 
of the class who wished to find 
employment was successful in ob- 
taining a position.
